A few hours after he had expressed 
a wish that he might live, following a 
visit of Miss Selle Mullen, his sweet- 
heart, Joseph Schmidt, 2 years . old, 
died at 1:10 a. m.

Schmidt did not regain consciousress 
after he was taken to the hospital until 
Tuesday afternoon.

On account of the serious condi- 
tion of Schmidt the. young woman 
was not allowed to go to his bedside. 
She remained an hour and left after 
sending a message to Schmidt’ by an 
interne that she had. called to see 
him and would return. 

After she left, Schmidt inquired of 
an interne if he had a chance to live. 
It was explained that a serious oper- 
ation had been performed, and that he 
had only a slight chance to recover. 

“I want to get well,” Schmidt de- 
clared. “I am sorry I shot myself.’’ 

Schmidt and Miss Mullen were to Have 
been married in February. .Miss Mullen 
is 17 years old, and lives at 5 East Grand 
avenue. She wore short dresses when 
she visited Schmidt at the hospital, and 
is small for her age. 

Sunday evening Schmidt went to 
the Mullen home and asked the 
young woman to go with him to a 
nickelodeon. She excused herself, 
saying tt was too cold and wet. She 
went with Schmidt to the front gate. 
Suddenly Schmidt took a revolver 
from his pocket and shot himself in 
the breast, according td the statement

{Agriculture Experts Discover Bug 


That Will Eat 30 Caterpillars

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—The House 
Committee on Agriculture, much to Ita 
surprise, has discovered that the greea 
beetle, the tree-climbing variety, will 
kill about thirty caterpillars a day. 

The committee, in considering the ag- 
ricultura] appropriation bill, which it 
will soon report to the House and its 
members, became curious as to the 
comparative voracity of the beetle and 
sought light from. Dr. L. O. Howard, 
Chief Entomologist of the department. 

Chairman Scott voiced the opinion of 
most of the committee that as the cat- 
erpillar is so much larger than the 
beetle, one caterpillar ought to furnish 
sufficient rations for several days. Dr. 
Howard, however, told the committee 
that the beetle is extraordinarily vora- 
cious and can assimilate food very 
readily. The fuzzy caterpillar is the 
beetle’s main diet.

MORE PAPERS SOLD THAN

LONDON, Jan. 4. 
Ts extent of the popular ex- 
| citement aroused by the un- 
precedented exhibition in the 
battle-with the anarchists yester-

Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
mission Enlarged.

SPRINGFIELD, Ttl., Jan. 4.—Goy. De- 


neen, in his message to the Forty-sev- 
enth General Assembly today urges that 
legislation he enacted to give to the Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission con- 
trol of stock and bond issues of express 
companies, railroad connections, inter- 
urban railroads, joint through rats, fa- 
cilities at stations, and street railway 
companies. Incidentally he urges that 


express companies be placed under the. 


jurisdiction of the Commision. Con- 
cerning public utilities, the message 
says! 

“It is toe well known to need the 
support of argument that the standards 
of politics in our own State and munici- 
palities have often been lowered and 
their Tegislative bodies debauched 
through the efforte of public utility 


‘companies, striving, on the one hand, 


to secure improper privileges and fran- 
chises through the enactments of laws 
and ordinances and upon the other to 
prevent passage of destructive :legisla- 
tion intended merely for blackmailing 
purposes.,’’ 

The Governor believes authority should 
be given to the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission or a& commission 
should be created with power to require 
service adequate for the public needs 
and to fix rates which will be fair to 
the public. The subject of corporate 
control, he believes, would be thus re- 





moved to a greater extent than at pres- 
ent from the field of politics. 

Other re mdations include: 

Anti-pass law; conservation of na- 
tional resources; employers’ liability 
laws; corrupt practices act; marking 
and dedication of route of Abraham 
Lincoln on his removal from Hod- 
venville, Ky. through Indiana to 
springfield; application of the initia- 
tive and referendum upon a very im- 
portant public measure rather than 
upon many measures of minor im- 
portance; recall (in commission form 
0. government) on petition of 25 per 
cent of voters instead of 75 per cent 
as at present. 


AERO CLUB URGES SUPERVISION 
TO PREVENT AVIATORS’ DEATHS 


Suggests Plan of Inspection, Both 
of Machines and of Atmospheric 


Conditions. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—In view of the 
long list of tragedies which marked the 
course of aviation in 1910, the Aero Club 
of America will urge the International 
Aeronautic Federation, at its meeting 
in Paris, next week, to establish a sys- 
tem of thorough official inspection of 
all aeroplanes and balloons flying in 
any exhibition or contest throughout 
the wor.d. 

An additional recommendation is for 
an investigation of atmospheric condi- 
tions, particularly in regard to the 
much-discussed and disputed “holes in 
the air.” 

The rules for inspection are to pro- 
hibit from flying in any exhibition or 
contest any aeroplane or balloon that 
the inspectors may decide to be dan- 
gerous to the pilot or spectators.

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TWO ROADS FINED 


IN REBATE CASE| 


Philadelphia. & Reading, Lehigh 
Valley and Bethlehem Com- 
pany Assessed $120,000. 


By Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 4.—Judge 


Holland in the United States District 
Court imposed fines of $40,000 cash on 
the Philadelphia & Reading Railway, 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad Co. and the 
Bethlehem Steel Co., charged with un- 
lawful rebating. 


The Government was the prosecutor,. 


the charge being that the railroads re- 
mitted demurrage charges on freight 
cars used by the Steel company. 

The defendants say they will appeal. 

The defendant companies were tried 
on many indictments charging of- 
fense, against the interstate com- 
merce laws, and had the maximum 
penalty been imposed, the Bethlehem 
Steel Co, would have been obliged 
to pay a fine of $3,200,000, the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad $2,500,000, and the 
Reading Railroad $1,740,000. 

' The jury, however, made a recom- 
mendation of leniency. 

In their defense the companies 
maintained that because of conges- 
tion at the works of the steel com- 
pany, where improvements were be- 
ing made, they were unable to move 
freight cars and that no crime had 
been committed when demurrage 
charges had been remitted.

Prospective Speaker Would 
Make’ Re-Election Constitu- 


tionally Impossible. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Extension 
of the presidential and congressional 
terms of office is favored by Rep- 
nesentative Champ Clark of Missouri, 
who probably will be Speaker of the 
next House. 

“I am in favor of amending the 
Constitution,” said Clark today. “So 
as to elect the President for one term 
of six years and make him ineligible 
for re-election. I am in favor of 
that because every time there is a 
President extraordinarily popular, a 
lot of fools boom him for a third |. 
term. 

“For more than 100 years it has 
been part of the unwritten law of 
the land that a President shall serve 
two terms and no more, and to break. 
down that unwritten law now would 
be exceedingly dangerous. There- 
foré I am in favor now of fixing it s2 
it cannot be broken. 

“If the presidential term is made 
six years I am in favor of making 
the term of Congress three years in- 
stead of two. Then the states fall- 
ing into that rule would have an elec- 
tion every three years.”

1 ees Today's New Yerk World, 

‘There is no Federal libel law to muzzle amet 
| Can newspapers. Freedom of the press does not 
s| exist at the whim or pleasure of the President 
of the United States. It is at the mercy of no 
“Steward of the Public Welfare.” The rights 
and powers and authority of the states cannot 
be taken over by a usurping Federal Government. 

This is the méaning of the unanimous decision 
handed down by the United States Supreme Court 
yesterday in the Roosevelt-Panama libel case 
against the World. 

It is the most sweeping victory won for free- 
dom of speech and of the press in the country 
since the American. people destroyed the Federal- 
ist party more than a century ago for enacting 
the infamous sedition law. 

In unanimously sustaining Judge Hough’s de- 
cision quashing the Roosevelt indictments against 
the World on the ground that the Federal Gov- 
ernment had no jurisdiction, the Supreme Court 
upholds every contention advanced by the World 
since the outse’ of the prosecution. In resisting 
the Federal Government’s claim to jurisdiction 
the World has sought to shirk none of its legal 
Obligations. It has raised no question as to the 
complete and absolute responsibility of every 
newspaper to the libel laws of the State in which 
it is published, no matter how drastic those laws 


may be. It admits such responsibility, it accepts 


such responsibility and cheerfully abides by it. 
While believing that the Panama articles print- 
ed in the World libeled nobody, we should have 
welcomed a trial of that issue on its merits had 
the case been brought in the State courts of 
New York by Mr. Roosevelt or any other person 
who considered himself aggrieved. There was no 
issue here between liberty of the press and license 
of the press. The courts of this State are open 
to every person who believes that he has been 
wantonly wronged by a newspaper, whether he be 
a ditch digger or a president. The laws of this 
State are adequate. All the nominal complainants 
in the Roosevelt-Panama libel indictments against 
the World could have appealed to the New York 
courts, but no such appeai was ever made. 
Instead Mr. Roosevelt as President sought to 
establish the doctrine of lese majesty. When the 
World demanded a Congressiona! investigation to 
ventilate the purchase of the Panama Canal prop- 
erties from the bankrupt French company, he 
sent a special message to Congress declaring that 
the World’s news reports were “a libel upon the 
United States Government,” that Mr. Pulitzer 
“should be prosecuted f ° libel by the govern-

In the New York proceeding the Roosevelt in- 
dictment was brought under an act of Congress 
passed originally in 1825 “to protect harbor de- 
fenses and fortifications constructed or used by | 
the United States from malicious injury, and for 
other purposes.” 

) Federal jurisdiction was claimed by Mr. Roose- 
velt and Attorney-General Bonaparte under the 
pretext that the regular circulation at West Point 
of 29 copies out of 382,410 of the World contain- 
ing certain Panama news articles and the send- 
ing of one copy free to a postoffice inspector in 
the Government building in New York City in 
compliance with the postal regulations, consti- 
tuted the publication of a libel in these reserva- 
tions, | and that under this statute the Federal 
Government could criminally prosecute the 
World. | 

Mr. Roosevelt’s Attorney-General Bonaparte, 
through Mr. Roosevelt’s District-Attorney Stim- 
son, advanced the further proposition that such 
prosecution could be carried on “in a number of 
districts and independent jurisdictions,” and that 
“in each of these jurisdictions, under well-known 
principles of law, each of these publications would 
constitute a separate offense.” As there are no 
fewer than 2809 reservations corresponding in 
general to West Point and the Federal building, 
there is no newspaper in the United States which 
would not have been subject to Federal prosecu- 
tion for libel under this Roosevelt theory of the 
law. A newspaper of large circul:tion might bave 
been indicted in al) these jurisdictions by com. 
mand of the President for an article that was 
neither written nor printed in any of them. 

There are few newspapers in the United States 
which could not be ruined financially by the mere 
legal expense of having to defend themselves in 
“, number of distinct and independent jurisdic- 
tions.” Whenever the President of -the United 
States wished to destroy a newspaper that had 
offended him by political criticism he would have 
only to compel it to match its scanty resources 





against the vast resources: of the United States 
He would have had only to employ 
the process that Mr. Roosevelt used against the 
World, when he gave his orders to the Attorney- 
‘|General, who gave his orders’ to the District-At-

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preserve not only its own constitutional rights 
but the constitutional rights of every newspaper 
published in the United States. It was fighting 
]to maintain constitational guarantees without 
which there can be no free and full discussion of 
any national political question in this coun- 
try—without which political Ifberty exists only 
at the pleasure of an elective autocrat. 

For this reason the World felt that it should 
not rest cofitent with Judge Hough’s decision 
of January 26, 1910, quashing the Roosevelt 
indictments in the United States Court for the 
southern district of New York. Judge Hough 
himself suggested that the way was open to a 
speedy appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court. The World urged President Taft and 
Mr. Wickérsham to make such an appeal in 
order that the vital question involved might 
be decided by the final interpreter of the’ con- 
stitution. It wag in response to the World’s 
editorials that the appeal was taken at the last 
moment and in carrying this case to the court 
of last resort Mr. Taft and Mr. Wickersham 
rendered a notable service to the cause of 
American liberty. 

The decision of the Supreme Oourt is so 
sweeping that no other president will be tempted 
to follow in the footsteps of Theodore Roose- 
velt, no matter how gfeedy he may be for 
power, no matter how resentful of opposition. 
No other attorney general, however subservient, 
will pretend that a Federal libel law can be 
created by executive. interpretation or con- 
struction. No other district attorney will win 
a nomination for governor of New York by 
making himself the willing tool of a president, 
in such an attack upon constitutional guarantees 
and liberties. No other administration will 
assert that the freedom of the press is a presi- 
dential privilege and not a constitutional right. 
As Delancy Nicoll, the World’s counsel, “said 
in his argument before the Supreme Court: 

As a matter of fact this prosecution is 
premature. It is born before its time. It 
belongs to that new dispensation when the 

Federal Government shall have taken to it- 

self all power and all authority, when the 

states shall have been reduced to mere geo- 
graphical divisions of the national domain, 
and when Federal tribunals shall no longer 
decide caseg in accordance with precedent 
and authority and the law of the land but in 

‘accordance with the need and spirit of the 

time as they may be interpreted by some 

great steward of the public welfare. 3 

It was indeed premature. With the smashing of 
the New Nationalism at the November elections 
comes the smashing of the Roosevelt doctrine of 
lese majesty and the smashing of the Roosevelt 
doctrine of nullification by the highest tribunal of 
the nation. We are still living under a govern- 
ment of laws and not of men. We are still living 
under the old Constitution as interpreted by the 
Supreme Court of the Uflited States, not under 
athe New Nationalism as_ interpreted by some 
“Steward of the Public Welfare” in Washington. 

The great constitutional issue involved in the 
Roosevelt libel proceeding against the World is 
settled for all time. The freedom of the press is 
established beyond the power of Federal usurpa- 
tion. As for the Panama matter itself, the 
World in due season will present the evidence in 
its possession to the Congress of the United States 
and renew Ats demand for a searching investiga- 


tion.

‘6. The defendant, being a corpora- 
tien, is incapable of committing 
the offense charged in the indict- 
ment. 

‘The motion was heard, and the Court 
delivered an opinion, saying that it had 
concluded that the statute did not au- 
thorize the prosecution, and the indict- 
ment therefore was quashed. 

“Before a formal judgment to effect 
was entered, in order to prevent the 
question of double jeopardy, a juror 
was withdrawn and the court an- 
nounced its opinion, quashing the in- 
dictment on the ground that it was 
not authorized by the second gection of 
the act of 1898, upon which the indict- 
ment was based, and the Government :s 
here, under the ‘act of 1896, claiming 
that that was an erroneous construction 
of the statute.’ 

Mr. Chief Justice White, after mak- 
ing the foregoing statement, delivered 
the opinion of the court, which was to 





| 


the following effect. 

“The indictment was based on the 
act of July 7, 1898 (30 stat. 717, sec. 2). 
The effect of the act as pointed out in 
Franklin vs. United States (216, U. S. 559, 
568-9), was to incorporate the criminal! 
laws of the several states, in force on 
July 1, 1898, into the statute and to 
make such criminal laws, to the extent 
of such incorporation, laws of the 
United States. The text of the second 
section of the act of 1898 is this 

* "That when any offense is committed 
in any place, jurisdiction over which 
has been retained by the United States, 
or ceded to it by a State, or which Has 


been purchased with the consent of the 


State for the erection of a fort, maga- 
zine, arsenal, dockyard of other needful 
building or structure, the punishment 
for which offense is not provided for 
by any law of the United States, the 
person committing such offense shall, 
upon conviction in the Circuit or District 
Court of the United States for the dis- 
trict. in which the offense was com- 
mitted, be liable to and receive the 
same punishment as the laws of the 
State in which said place is situated 
now provide for the like offense when 
committed within the jurisdiction of 
such State, and the said courts are 
hereby vested with jurisdiction for such 
purposes, and no subsequent repeal of 
any such State law shall affect any 
such prosecution.’ (30 stat. 771). 


No Federal Statute Defining 
and Punishing Criminal Libel 


“As it is conceded that there is no 
statute of the United States expressly 
defining and punishing the crime of 
criminal libel when committed on a 
United States reservation, etc., it fol- 
lows that tn order to determine the cor- 
rectness of the ruling 
court below, the Supreme Court 
is called upon (A) to accurately fix. the 
extent to which, by the effect of the act 
of 1898, the criminal laws of the states 
were incorporated therein, so as to au- 
thorize.the punishment of crimes defined 
by euch laws as offenses against the 
Unitei States, and (B) this being done, 
to make an analysis of the criminal 
laws of the State of Nev’ York to as- 
certain whether the particular offenses 
here charged were made punishable by 
those laws, and, if so, whether by virtue 
of the act of 1898 they constituted of- 
fenses against the United States pun- 
ishable in the courts of the United 
States. 

To Which Offenses Applicable. 

‘It is certain on the face of the sec- 
ond quotation that it exclusively re- 
lates to offenses committed on United 
States reservations, etc., which are not 


provided for by any law of the United 


States, and that as to such offenses, 
the State law, when they are by law de- 
fined and punished, is adopted and made 
applicable. 

That ie to say, while the statute 
leaves no doubt where acts are done 
on reservations which are expressly 

. prohibited and punished as crimes by 
law of United States, that law is 
dominant and controlling, yet, on the 
other hand where no law of the Unit- 
ed States has expressly provided for 
the punishment of offenses com- 
mitted on reservatioris, all acts done 
on such reservations which are made 
criminal by the laws of the cevera!l 
states ere left to be punished under 
the applicable State statutes. 
Congress Had Constitution im Mind. 

“When gee results of the statute 

borne in mind it ‘becomes mant-

“In accomplishing these purposes 
it igs apparent that the statute, in- 
stead of fixing by its own terms the 
punishment for crimes committed on 
such reservations which were not 
previously provided by a law of the 
United States, adopted and wrote in 
the State law, with the single differ- 
ence that the offense, although pun- 
isheqd' as an offense against the 
United States, was nevertheless pun- 
ishable only in the way to the extent 
it would have been punishable if the 
territory embraced by the reserva- 
tion renfained subject to the jurisdic- 
tion of the State. 

“While this meaning, the court 
holds, stands out in bold relief from 
the text of the section, the correct- 
ness of such meaning will be neverthe- 
less readily demonstrated, even if for 
the sake of argument it is conceded 
that the text is ambiguous. The 
Court holds because a consideration 
of the genesis and development of 
the legislation which the act of 1898 
embraces will leave no doubt that 


the construction given by the court 


to the act enforces the exclusive and 
only purpose intended to be accom- 
plished by its adoption. 

“Coming to consider the text of 
the statute relied on, the Supreme 
Court held that the lower court was 
right in holding that it was not ap- 
plicable to the indictment. Looking 
at the text of that statute it becomes 
reasonably manifest that its purpose 
was to provide for the punisment of a 
crime . committed on a reservation 
where, otherwise, the criminal would 

ve gone unwhipped of juatice be- 
eause of the absence of United States 
legisiation providing for the offense, 
and the statute, in making the State 
law sepplicable, made the State law 

applicable in its entirety, with all its

| Why Mr. Justice Story Drew the Law. 


“Prior to 1825 ae elaborate act 
Justice

ment of crimes committed on reser- 
vations to which it applied, is identi- 
cal in language with the eleventh 
section of the act drawn by Mr. Jus- 
tice Story. 

“In the life of Mr. Justice Story there 
is @ statement of his on the subject of 
his purpose, which contemplates that he 
had in mind simply to provide for the 
punishment of crime on a reservation 
by the application of the State law, 
and, by that law alone, because where 
Congress had not specially otherwise 
defined the criminal would go unpun- 
ished. 

“In 182% an act substantially like Mr. 
Justice Story’s was drawn, and the 
eleventh section of his act became the 
third section of the act of 1826. 

Mr. Webster Declared No Confusion 
Created. 

“Mr. Webster, who introduced that 
act, in his report upon it was careful 
to say that there would be no confusion 
and no ‘trouble created by the act, for 
its simple purpose Was to punish, by 
the State law, crimes committed on the 
reservation, in the same manner and 
in the same way in which they would 


“The court further holds,” contin- 
ued the Chief Justice, “that the unity 
between the act of composing and the 
primary publication of a newspaper 
| containing a libelous article within the 
| State of New York and of subsequent 
‘publications or portions thereof by the 
| publishers of the newspapers is clearly 
| the resultant of the laws of New York 
| above quoted and referred to. Two 
propositions are, the court holds, clearly 
established: 

“First—Tha¢ adequate means were 
afforded the punishing the circulation 
of a libel on a United States reserva-~ 
tion by the State law and in the 
State courts without the necessity of 
resorting to the courts of the United 
States for redress; 

é*Second—That resort coulg not be 
bad to the courts of the United States 
to punish the act of publishing a 
newspaper libel by circulating a copy 
of the newspaper on the, reservation 
upon the theory such publication was 
an independent offense, separate and 
distinct from the primary printing 
ang publication of the libelous arti- 
cle within the State et New York, 
without disregarding the law of that 
State and frustrating the plain purpose 
of auch lInw, whieh was that there 
should be but a single prosecution 
and conviction. 

‘These propositions being true, it fol- 
lows in the light of the construction 
given to the act of 1898. that the lower 
court was right in quashing the indict- 
ment as not authorized by that act. No 
other ¢onclusion was possible, the Su- 
preme Court holds, as the court below 
could not have sustained the indict- 
ment without giving to the statute a 
meaning directly conflicting with the 
construction affixed to it by the Su- 
preme Court. 

‘In other words, the Court could not 
have upheld the Indictment without de- 
ciding that because the statute provided 
that acts when committed on United 
States reservations which were not ex- 
pressly made criminal by law of the 
United States might he prosecuted and 
published in accordance with the State 
law, therefore a prosecution was au- 
fhorized which was inconsistent with 
that law and in disregard thereof. 


“And further, albeit that Congress, 
having regard for the autonomy of the 
states, had deemed it best not to treat 
reservations within states as foreign to 
the states for the purpose of punishing 
crime, unless expressly provided to the 
contrary, nevertheless, the legislation 
enacted by Congress for this purpose 
had destroyed the end contemplated 
since that legislaties when rightly con- 
strued while applying the State legis- 
lation to crimes committed on a reser- 
vation as if the territory was foreign 
and not domestic, at the same time ex- 
acted that the State law whén thus ap- 
plied should be enforced as the territory. 
was in no respect for the purpose domes- 
tic, but, on the contrary, was wholly 
foreign.

During 
that time I have prosecuted all alike, 
without fear or favor, where I had hon- 
est belief in their guilt. I have been 
compelled on several occasions to prose- 
cute persona! friends, but in each case 
I only did so after a thorough investi- 
gation had thoroughly convinced me of 
their guilt. In this case I have made 
a careful investigation of the law ap- 
plicable thereto. As to the guilt or in- 
nocence of the defendants on the ques- 
tion of libel, I do not pretend to say. 
If guilty they should be presecuted, but 
properly indicted and prosecuted in the 
right place, namely, in their homes. 
It is only with the question of removal 
that I have to do. 

“7 am not In accord with the Gov- 
ernment in its attempt to put a 
strained construction on the law, to 
drag these defendants from their 
homes to the seat of the Government 
to be tried “and punished, while there 
is a good and sufficient law in this 
jurisdiction in the state court. I be- 
lieve the principle involved is dan- 
gerous, striking at the very founda- 
tion of our form of government. 

r “YT cannot therefore honestly and 
conscientiously insist to the court 
that such is the law, or that such 
construction should be put on it. Not 
being able to do this, I do not feel 
that I can, fn justice to my office, 
continue to hold it and decline to as- 
sist.” 

Judge Anderson’s Opinion. 

United States Circuit Judge Ander- 
son decided-against the contention of 
the government. In discharging Smith 
and Williams from custody-he said: 

“It was well stated by a former 
President of the United States that 
it is the duty of a newspaper to tell 
the news and tell| the truth about it. 
It is the duty of a newspaper, such 
as is owned and conducted by those 
defendants, to tell the people, its 
subscribers, its readers, the facts 
that it may find out about public 
questions or matters of public in- 
terest; it is its duty and its right to 
draw inferences from the facts known 
—draw them for the people. * * 

‘Here was a great public question. 
There are many very peculiar circum- 
stances about the history of this Pana- 
ma Canal, or Panama Canal business. 
I do not wish to be understood as re- 
flecting upon anybody, in office or out, 
in connection with this matter, except 
such persons as I name in that. way. 
The circumstances surrounding the revo- 
lution in Panama were unusual and pe- 
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lation in the District of Columbia of cuullar. The people were interested in

much discussed. A large portion of the 
people favored the Nicaragua route.

Judge Anderson Curious to 
Know Real Truth About Canal 


‘A committee was appoitned to inves- 
tigate the relative merits of the two 
routes. They have investigated and re- 
ported in favor of the Nicaragua route. 


Shortiy ard—I do not now recall 
just how soon afterward—they changed 
to the Panama route. Up to the time 
of that change, as I gathered from the 
evidence, the lowest sum that had been 
suggested at which the property of the 
Panama Canal company could be pro- 
cured was something over $100,000.000. 
Then, rather suddenly, it became known 
that it could be procured for $40,000,000. 
There were a number of people who 
thought there was something not just 
exactly right about that transaction, 
and I will say for myself that I have a 
curiosity to know what the real truth 
was. 

“Thereupon a committee of the United 
States Senate was appointed to investl- 
gate these matters—about the only way 
the matter could be investigated. The 
committee met. As stated in these ar- 
ticles, the man who knew all about it— 
I think that is the proper way to speak 
of Mr. Cromwell—who knew all about 
it, was called before the committec. 
Mr. Cromwell, upon certain questions 
being put to him, more or less pertinent, 
stood upon his privilege as an attorney 
and refused to answer. * * * 

“Mr. Cromavell stood upon his priv- 
ilege when other questions were asked 
the answers to which, would or might 
reflect upon him and his associates. But 
whenever a question was asked which 
gave him an opportunity to say some 
thing in their behalf, he ostentatiously 
thanked the examiner for the question 
and proceeded to answer. To my mind 
that gave just ground for suspicion. I 
am suspicious about it now. ° * * Now 
the question is: Did these defendants 
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under conditions act: honestly in the 
discharge of this duty of which I have 
spoken and which the law recognizes, 
or were they prempted by a desire to 
injure the persen who is affected -bv 
their acts? If it were necessary to de- 
cide this case upon the question of 
privilege, the lack of malice, I would 
hesitate quite awhile before I would 
conclude that it was my duty to seni 
these people to Washington for trial. 
Violation of Constitution. 
‘But’ that is not all. This indictment 


-charges the defendants with the com- 


mission of a crime in the District - of 
Columbia. The sixth amendment to ths 
Constitution of the United States pro- 
vides: ‘In all criminal prosecutions the 
criminal shall enjoy all rights to a 
speedy and public trial by an impartial 
jury of the state or district wherein the 
crime shall have been .committed, which 
district shall have been previously~as- 
eartained by law. * * * 

To my mind ‘that man has read the 
history of our institutions to little 
purpose who does not leok with 
grave apprehension ypon the pos- 
sibllity of the success of A 
proceeding such as this. If the 
history of liberty means anything—if 
constitutional guaranty, are worth 
anything—this proceeding must fail. 
If the prosecuting authorities have 
the authority and have the right to 
select the tribunal; if there be more 
than one tribunal to select from; if 
the Government has the power and 
can drag. citizens from distant States 
to the capital of the nation, there to 
be tried, then, as Judge Cooley says, 
this is a strange result of a revolu- 
tion where one of the grievances 
complained of was the assertion of 
the right to send parties abroad for 
trial.” 


Roosvelt Employs Language and 
« Spirit of Alien and Sedition Act 


In the face of the Indianapolis de- 
cision, there was no attempt by the 
Government, nor has any been made 
since, to remove Pulitzer, Van Hamm 
and Lyman to the District of Colum- 
bia on the indictment pending against 
them in that district; but to please 
President Roosevelt, another attempt 
was made to stretch the law so as 
to permit the prosecution of The 
World before the Federal courts with- 
out again raising the question of re- 
moval, 

Under instructions from President 
Roosevelt, United States Attorney 
Henry L. Stimson (who was Roose- 
velt’s candidate for Governor of the 
State of New York at the 1910 elec- 
tion) had also obtained further sep- 
arate indictments for criminal libel 
from the Federal grand jury in the 
Southern District of New York 
against the Press Publishing Co. (the 
corporation which publishes the 


World) _ 
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plained of within “the fort and mill-

This indictment, couched in the very 
language of the notorious alien and 
sédition acts, expressly charged that

(the language of the Sedition Act was 
“to stir up sedition among the peo- 
ple”); in substance and in fact it was 
an indictment ‘for the. publica 
what in 1798 would have been 
in terms to constitute a 
libel, tending to stir up ntent 
and dissatisfaction, and bring the 
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Constructed: or” by the : 
Other Purposes.” It was founded on 
the act of March 8, 1835, which was the 
first Federal act of this character. 
Highty-five years had passed since 
Judge Story conceived this statute, 
and since Congress made it a part-of 
the laws of the United States. It had 
never before been invoked by the 
Federal authorities as giving them 
authority to punish libel. 

It was further asserted by Stimson 
in a letter to Jerome that: “These pub- 
lications * * * ‘appear to have been 
circulated by the newspaper in question 
in a number of distinct and independent 
jurisdictions, and to contain charges re- 
flecting on the personal character of a 
number of men, of whom some are in 
public life and some are private citi- 
zens, In each of these jurisdictions, 
under well-known principles of law, 
each of these publications would con- 
stitute’ a separate offense, and as it 
happens in this case, each one is char- 
acterized by distinct and peculiar fea- 
tures.”’ 

Sweeping Scope of Clai 

As there are no fewer than 2305 Gov- 
ernment reservations corresponding to 
West Point and the postoffice building, 
a newspaper of large circulation,’ under 
this Rooseveltian théory of law, might 
be prosecuted from one end of the coun- 
try to the other by the Federal authori- 
tiles for an article that was neither 
written nor printed on any of these 
reservations, but happened to reach them 
in the ordinary course of circulation. 

At the suggestion of counsel for the 
World, court orders for the issuance 
of letters rogatory for the examination 
of witnesses were addressed through 
the usual diplomatic channels to the 
proper judicial authorities of the French 
and Panamanian governments. 

In order to obtain the Government's 
consent to this procedure, it was neces- 
sary for the World to pay the expenses 
of United. States Attorney Wise and 
Deputy Attorney-General Stuart Mac- 
Namara to Paris and of Attorney Knapp’ 
of the United States Attorney’s office 
to Panama, as the Government refused 
to assume any part of the cost of pro- 
curing the evidence needed. 

The letters rogatory havirig been is- 
sued, the State Department in Washing- 
.ton notified De Lancey Nicoll, the 
World’s counsel in New York, that the 
American Ambassador to France had 
been instructed to assist Coudert Brfos.,

Wise’s statement simply meant that 
such witnesses as might choose to come 
would give such testimony as they saw 
fit, and that there could be no thérough 
examination, such as the case demand-

asking him to make arrangements ‘so 
that I can see tomorrow, 
at any time suitable to your con- 
venience, the records of the two com-| 
panies.”’ 

In his reply Wise said: 


“You seem to assume that I have a 
power of control over the affairs of 
these two companies, and that it Is only 
necessary for me to signify my desire 
that the records of these companies 
should be examined and the wish would 
be gratified. * * * You are greatly in 
error, °° ° Firat *,.° * tie new 
Panama Canal company was a going 
corporation at the time when it sold its 
properties to the United States; and 
under the French law, which is quite 
similar to. that of the State of New 
York, the corporation, having no fur- 
ther function to perform, went out of 
existence by its Boarll of Directors as- 
suming the functions of a Board of 
Trustees for the distribution of its as- 
sets; and this having’ been fully per- 
formed * * * the Board of Trustees 
* * © deposited all of the books of 
the company with a depository, which 
in this case happened to be the Credit 
Lyonnais, where under the laws of 
France such books must remain for a 
period of 2% years. This having been 
done, the Board ‘of Directors or the 
Board of Trustees have no further con- 
trol over these books and cannot have 
access thereto. I know of no way by 
which it will be possible for me to ar- 
range for you to see the recofds of 
these companies. I do not belleve you 
would be able to examine these records 
through any court proceeding. I have 
consulted with eminent French counsel 
on this subject, and am informed that 
no court in France could make any 
order compelling the Credit Lyonnais 
or its officers to submit the papers to 
our examination.”’ 


World Ready With Proof. 
Although thwarted In ite attempt to 
get access to the records of the canal 
companies, which, under the terms of 
the agreement of sale, belong by 
right to the United States Govern- 
ment and ought to be in Washington, 
The World pursued its investigations 
and collected much valuable evidence 
in Paris, and by the courtesy of the 
Colombian Government was given 
certified coples of original records 
bearing upon the case and other docu- 

mentary evidence of great value. 
When the case came up for trial in

Rombauer Sets Forth Reasons 
for Favoring New Charter. 
Provisions. 


, 


HASN’T SERVED 


Mayor’s Political Power Dimin- 
ished by Freeholders’ Plan, 
He Holds. 


Edgar R. Rombauer, Speaker of the 
House of Delegates, made _ public 
Wednesday a statement of his reasons 
for favoring the proposed new city 
charter. His statement, which is a re- 


follows: 

“Opponents of the proposed charter 
admit that in most respects it is an im- 
provement on the present charter. Their 
objection to it seems mainly to'be di- 
rected (1) to a supposed increase of; the 
political powers of the Mayor; (2) to the 
abolition of the House of Delegates and 
(3) to the alleged absence of the initia- 
tive, referendum and recall. 

“The first objection is based eifher 
upon ignorance of the provisions of the 
two instruments or upon want of knowl- 
edge of the practical application of the 
power of the Mayor under the existing 
charter. The political power of the 
Mayor is greatly diminished instead of 
being increased, by the new charter. 

“While under it a few important of- 
ficials, now elected. are appointed by 
the Mayor, the new charter places in 
the hands of heads of departments the 
power of appointment, subject to civil 
service regulations, of ali departmental 
employes, and withdraws. from the 
Mayor the power now possessed by him 
of dictating to the department heads 
thousands of minor appointments that 
under the present charter cannot ‘be 
made by the department heads save 
with the approval of the Mayor. The 
control of these appointments under the 
existing system gives to the Mayor fin- 
finitely greater political power than the 
power given him by the new charter. 

“While the new charter withdraws 


from the council the right of confirma-. 


tion of the few appointments to be 
made by the Mayor, it withdraws from 
the Mayor the right of confirmation of 
many thousands of appointments of 
departmental employes. As long as the 
council possesses the right to confirm, so 
long there will be an incentive to those 
elements in the city that regard politics 
as a commercial institution to obtain 
control of the council for the purpose of 
dictating the Mayor's appointments. 
Temptation to Mayor. 
“Again, the existence of the right of 
confirmation by the Council, presents a 


constant temptation to the chief. ex-/| 


ecutive to pay political debts by ques- 
tionable appointments with the knowl- 
edge on his part that should the Coun- 
cil decline to confirm the appointment 
made by him, he has discharged the 
political debt without detriment to the 
service, and in the event the Council 
does confirm it, he may point to the 
action of the Council in justification of 
the appointment. 

**‘Moreover, experience has shown that 
the power of confirmation by the Coun- 
cil has more frequently led to that body 
forcing the Mayor to make unfit ap-

“Under the new charter the actual 
powers of the Mayor are further lim- 
ited by making the permit system legal 
and placing it in the hands of the board. 
While Mayor’s permits are admittedly 
illegal, theyshave been issued by every 
incumbent of the Mayor’s chair dur- 
ing the life of the present charter, 
and it is generally recognized that as 
a practical proposition this power must 
on occasion be exercised by some city 
officer to save citizens of all conditions 
from irremediable injury. It certainly 
is preferable to have the permit system 
‘in vogue under known public ordinance 
conditions than as now illegal, if the 
expression may be pardoned in law, but 
furnishing to the holder of a permit in 
fact as much protection as if such per- 
mit had been legally issued. 

House Merited Abuse. 

“9 "Phe House of Delegates has re- 
ceived more abuse and more merited 
abuse, than all other departments of 
the city government combined. That 
department seems suddeniy to have 
grown into popular favor. In its incep- 
tion, it was doubtless thought that it 
would provide a body of local repre- 
sentatives who would be closely in touch 
with the needs of particular localities 
and classes. In practice it has almost 
uniformly represented no one save the 
: worst type of ward politician, and for
